Sooner or later, a Dem ocratic candidate 
for president gets around to the depression 
of the ’30s. 


It isn’t as fashionable as it used to be to 
run against H erbert Hoover, but waving the 
tattered shirt of the depression is standard 
practice 


Sen Kennedy has started his shirt-waving 
in one of the most depressed areas of the 
country , central and southwestern Illinois. He 
recalled corn prices of 10 cents a bushel and 
high interest rates when he spoke in Spring­ 
field. 
The implication was clear; it alway s is 
when a D em ocratic presidential candidate 
waves the shirt. The Republican party , which 
tends to reflect the point of view of the m an­ 
agem ent of U S enterprise, is about to inflict 
hard tim es on wage earners; that is what 
D em ocrats imply — that Republicans like to 
m ake — wage earners squirm 
The other part of the implication is that 
D em ocrats know how to a%’ert hard tim es 
They will not let any thing bad happen They 
will take a firm grasp of the countr\'’s prob­ 
lems and solve them quick as a wink 


FUN IS Fl'N in politics, but the tattered 
shirt is worn out with waving 
The Dem ocratic party had no m ore idea 
than a rabbit what to do about the worldwide 
slump that paraly zed U.S. enterprise in the 
*30s. E nterprise rem ained paraly zed under 
both the Hoover and Roosevelt adm inistra­ 
tions. until it was jarred off dead center by 
the boom that began in 19 39 , when G erm any 
launched World War II, 
The only thought contribution of the Demo­ 
cratic party and its spokesman then to the 
riddle of sluggish enterprise was huge ap­ 
propriations of public money to pay doles to 
the unemploy ed 
When candidate Kennedy 
talks in I9 60 as if his party could m ake new 
employ ment opportunities, he is talking non­ 
sense 
No one shmild know better than a financier’s 
son that employ ment opportunities are m ade 
by capital investm ent, not by robbing P eter 
to pay Paul and writing the record of the 
robbery (m the federal cuff. That is simply 
a gimm ick to inflate the volume of money 
without starting the printing presses 
Perhaps in the rem aining weeks of the cam ­ 
paign, Sen 
Kennedy will get together with 


his brain trust to produce a proposal to 
bring boom tim es to central and southwest­ 
ern Illinois 
Perhaps they will bring out a

The automobile industry is the prim e source 
of accidents in the modern world Some safe­ 
ty engineers contend that m any of the fatal 
and crippling accidents charged to reckless 
driving should be charged to the faulty con­ 
struction of m otor vehicles 
But auto acci­ 
dents occur on the ground There is not the 
ultim ate disaster of a plunge earthw ard from 
the air 


M arine accidents, such as the disaster that 
befell the great ship Titanic, are worse than 
land accidents, though not as bad as avia­ 
tion accidents 
When ship designers m ake 
m istakes and operators blunder, there is the 
danger of drownmg. But drowning people have 
a chance to save them selves ’They can be 
given a chance with lifeboats, life rafts, life 
preservers and their own ability to stay

"If hibernatiem could be kttained 
for m an the space capsule in which 
he would fly , or the subm arine in 
which be would ride, could be kept 
constantly at a low tem perature,

That was shown in Yugo­ 
slavia." 


SEN. KENNEDY is today say ing 
the sam e thing as Gen. Eisen­ 
hower and Mr. Dulles did in 19 52 
Mr. Kennedy , in his address to the 
Polish-American Congress at Chi­ 
cago last Saturday , for example, 
declared: 
"W e m ust be willing to recognize 
growing divisions in the Commun­ 
ist camp, and be willing to encour­ 
age those divisions 
My am end­ 
m ent to the Battle Act (a federal 
appropriation law» would perm it 
the president to use our economic 
strength 
to 
promote 
peaceful 
change behind the Iron Curtain 
w herever this would help wean the 
so-called

THESE ARE strong words, and 
y et will they now be m isinterpret­ 
ed to , imply that “peaceful libera­ 
tion” m eans something else? 
Two wrongs do not m ake a single 
right The fact that Adlal Steven­ 
son and other D em ocrats of prom in­ 
ence have, ever since 19 52, m a­ 
ligned John Foster Dulles as hav­ 
ing really promised m ilitary libera­ 
tion of E astern Europe, when his 
speeches perm itted no such infer­ 
ence, should hardly be an example

W itness 
his 
con­ 
cern for balancing the budget 
Closer at home the presidential 
candidates 
are 
opposites, 
too 
Here Nixon is the actor. Kennedy 
the reserved one 
Like Jack Benny . Nixon alway s 
has his ear cocked for a jound 
from the audience, and can ac­ 
knowledge it with a smile just as 
fast. Trained in debating, he never 
forgets bow he looks—and sounds 
—in public 
He w raps himself in the flag a 
lot 'a s does Kennedy » and once 
he finds something he thinks the 
crowd likes he play s it over and 
over 
For exam ple 
He hadn t been 
mentioning his running na te , Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge, then did. got 
a 
big audience response 
and then 
repealed it every place he went, 
with trunm m gs 
Kennedy also knows some things

Ya cht Club Dresses Up Neiv Ho me On West Virg inia Sho re 


Re-established on one of the 
more picturesq ue sites in the Up­ 
per Ohio Valley , the East Liv­ 
erpool Yacht Club is busy plan­ 
ning a serres of major improve­ 
ments to its new “home” on 
the West Virginia side of the 
0|jio River. 
Under the leadership of Com­ 
modore John Falone of G 1 e n- 


moor, 40-y ear-old boating enthus­ 
iast and World War II veteran, 
the club has moved its docking 
facilities across the river from 
the former site at the foot of 
Broadway on the Ohio shoreline.

At the summit of the sloping 
riverbank lot — 308 by 290 — 
the club plans to construct a pic­ 
nic area and parking lot in an­ 
ticipation of nex t y ear’s activi­ 
ties on the “Beautiful Ohio.” 
Moved down the river 
f r o m 
Pittsburgh, the club headq uar­ 
ters is a converted, two-story 
house and in y ears past was 


battered each winter and spring 
by floods and ice floes. It now 
rests high on ithe river bank 
away from the seasonal moods 
of the river. 
The entire moving project has 
cost the club about $4,000, Fa- 
lone estimates, and the work is 
far from being over. Grass will 
be planted on the river bank 
slope and a sandy beach is be­ 
ing planned for swimmers. New 


rest rooms also will be built, 
Falone said. 
Though the club has but 20 
members at present, the dock­ 
ing facilities are capable of hand­ 
ling about 50 craft and will be 
enlarged upon cmnpletion of the 
Stratton Dam.
